S.R.O. 264.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the fol- 
lowing rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Professor, Assistant Professor and Lecturer in the Corps of Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement: — (1) These rules may be called the Corps of Electrical and Mechanical Engineers (Professor, Assis- 
tant Professor and Lecturer) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classifications and scales of pay — The number of the posts, classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns (3) to (5) of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns (6) to (14) of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other parly to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to relax : -Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving :— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special-categorios of persons i n accordance with the orders i ssued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

SR.O. 265.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the General 
Provident Fund (Defence Sendees) Rules, 1960, namely:— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the General Provident 
Fund (Defence Services) Seventh Amendment Rules. 
1975. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come Into force 
on the 17th July, 1973. 

2 In the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) 
Rules, 1960, in sub-rule (4) of rule 11, after the existing 
proviso, the following further proviso shall be inserted, 
namely 


H.A.M.L, VAZ, Under Secretary 

“Provided further that where a subscriber on deputation 
to a body corporate, owned or controlled by the Government, 
is subsequently absorbed in such body corporate with effect 
from a retrospective date, for the purpose of calculating the 
interest due on the Fund accumulations of the subscriber, 
the date of issue of the orders regarding absorption shall 
be deemed to be the date on which the amount to the 
credit of the subscriber became payable subject, however, 
to the condition that the amount recovered as subscription 
during the period commencing from the date of absorption 
and ending with the date of issue of orders of absorption 
shall be deemed to be subscription to the fund only for the 
purpose of awarding interest under this sub-rule.”

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EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Subject : Payment of interest on the G.P. Fund accumulations 
of a subscriber to G. P. Fund (D.S.) who on depu- 
tation to a body corporate, owned or controlled by 
the Government is subsequently absorbed in such a 
body with retrospective date. 

The G.P. Fund (Defence Services) rules, applicable to 
Defence civilians, are based on the G.P. Fund (Civil Ser- 
vices) Rules, 1960. Tf any amendment is carried out in the 
G.P- Fund (CS) Rules then the corresponding amendment 
is also made in the G.P. Fund (DS) Rules, 1960. Ministry of 
Finance had amended G.P. Fund (CS) Rules vide their noti- 
fication No. 16 (2)-EV (B)/72 dated the 17th July, 1973 
which was regarding payment of interest on G.P. Fund 
accumulations of a subscriber who on deputation to a body 
corporate, owned or controlled by the Government is subse- 
quently absorbed in such a body with retrospective date. 
Due to administrative reasons the provisions of this noti- 
fication could not be extended to Defence civilians earlier. 
If, the Notification on the Defence side is not given retros- 
pective effect from the 17th July, 1973, it will result in discri- 
mination between civil Government servants paid from Civil 
estimates and those paid from Defence Services estimates. 
Thus cases which arose after the promulgation of civil orders 
on 17-7-73 will have to be processed individually giving rise 
to much avoidable work all round. 

In view of the position explained above, the amendment 
to be issued has been given effect from 17th July, 1973, i.e; 
the date of issue of Ministry of Finance Notification No. 16 
(2) EV (B) 72. 

No individual will be affected adversely by giving retros- 
pective effect to this amendment.
